Lloyd George for Peace. 

It has been reported in Paris for two 
weeks that the British premier will 
propose making peace with the soviets. 
England has refused material aid to 
Poland to fight the Reds, and is said 
to believe the best thing Poland can do 
is to avoid clashes with the soviet 
armies. Lioyd George’s idea is said to 
be that the soviets should be left to 
survive or fall of their own weight in 
Russia. 

At any rate, Lenin and Trotzky have 
spiked Lloyd George's plan of dealing 
with the codperatives without dealing 
with the soviets. 
| Sign Peace, Yank Advice. 

LONDON, Feb. 6.—Influential Amer- 
ican friends of Poland are urging those 
in higl¥ authority in that country to 
make an early peace with the bolshe- 
viki, it was learned today. 

In diplomatic circles belief was ex- 
pressed that this, coupled with the re- 
ported desire of the British for peace 
between Poland and soviet Russia, will

GREAT UNKNOWN

MILAN, Feb.” 6.—Italian scientists 
are busy arranging a scheme for test- 
ing the possibility of, interplanetary 
communication.

PAY ALL DEBTS 
—MILLERAND 

Allies to Use Army if 

Needed, He Says. 


. PARIS, Feb. 6.—Premier Millerand, 
speaking in the chamber of deputies 
today, said Germany had failed to keep 
its treaty engagements, notably that 
regarding the delivery of coal. He de- 
clared the allies would take measures 
to have it do so, even if recourse to 
military coercion were necessary. 
_ “We do not intend to ask Germany 
for anything which is not due us,” he 
said, “but we will exact everything 
Germany owes us. We will usé all 
the measures provided in the treaty.” 
This statement was applauded, 
This declaration of the premier fol- 
lowed a vg#e of confidence in the gov- 
ernment, 613 to 68.

ratified the treaty, but remarked that

concerning the final decision of the 
United States,”’ 

(Discussing the Franco-American 
military pact, M. Millerand said it@vas 
reassuring because both countries 
want it, except that one wants it to 
be perpetual while the other wants it 
terminated if the league of nations is 
later deemed to afford adequate protec- 
tion. 

Answering interpellations on the for- 
eign policy, the premier said that the 
government weuld pursue its policy of 
alliances and friendship which allowed 
France to win the war. 


No Definite Russian Policy. 
The premier pointed out that the 
anti-bolshevik armies had been checked, 
but declared that nothing justified the 
belief that their reverses were final. 

M. M@lerand said none of the allies 
had adopted any definite policy toward 
soviet Russia. 

He found fault with the soviet gov- 
ernment but expressed the hope that 
the Russian people would assume the 
place reserved for them at the peace 
conference. He déclared that France 
would spare nothing to reach an ac: 
cord without interfering with the in- 
ternal policy of Russia. 

The premier insisted on Franco- 
Polish friendship, so that if Poland 
were attacked she could, depend upon 
‘the complete codperation of France.

STRIKE WARNING 


300,000 Ready to Quit to 
Get Pay Raise. 


Detroit, Mich., Feb. 6.—The general 
chairman of the Maintenance of Way 
Employés and Shop Laborers’ union, 
in conference today, unanimously ap- 
proved the proposal to call a nation- 
wide strike if necessary to enforce de- 
mands for wage increases, and sent 
word to Director Generali Hines that 
action would be deferred seven days 
pending the outcome of the Washing- 
ton conference. 
The vote was taken after Allen E. 
Barker, grand president, had advised 
the conferees that representatives of 
the union in.-Washington reported they 
saw little chance of agreement with 
the railroad administration.

"Buyer of 24 Tells of Big 


Profits First Year. 


/ 


Washington, ID. C., Feb. 6.—Goverr- 
ment owned ships built during the war 
can be sold for prices covering the 
cost, overhead, and total investment, 
C. W. Morse, head of two steel ship- 
yards, told the senate commerce com- 
mittee today, citing the fact that he 
had bought twenty-four of them for 
$220 and $225 a ton and was offering 
to take 100 more at similar quotations. 

The contrast between his ideas and 
the proposals put forward by the heads 
* of other shipping concerns was sharp. 
Mr. Morse backed up his views by fig- 
ures showing remarkable profits his 
vessels are making under present 
ocean freight rates. 

“ We estimate that we cet back from 
40 to 50 per cent of the total cost of 
the ship to us the first year,” he ex- 
plained. and instanced a contract to 
carry $00,090 tons of coal to Paris, the 
earnings on which would amount to 

$90 per year per ship ton. 

- “And when we had difficulty in get- 

ting deliveries of the coal,’ he added, 

“we diverted three of the boats to the 

Buenos Aires trade and did a little bet- 

ter.” 
Asked to Let Price Alone. - 

“We have been told many times the 
government would have to sell its 
ships for $100 a ton,” said Senator 
Fernald. “‘Do you think that is right?” 

“That's a peculiar position to ask 
a purchaser to take,” Mr. Morse re- 

plied; “to tell thé seller what he 
should get for his goods. Why, I'd like 
to buy them for $50 a ton, of course, 
but ‘as’ an American citizen it isn't 
quite right. 

“TI’d like to see the United States 
get its money out of the ships. The 
shipping board is the only arm of the 
goverriment that can get a substantial 

' galvage, and if you’ll leave it alone it 
‘will get back 75 per cent. Of course, 
if you jockey around and listen to fel- 
lows who. want to get prices down you 
won't. You can always sell things 
cheap.”

THE SICK MAN OF THE WHITE 
HOUSE. 

President Wilson, returning from Paris, made 
his appeal to the people for support against the 
_ Senate and for the covenant of the league of na- 
tions by saying that the United States had given 
its word and must not fail. 

Every person who knows the United States con- 
stitution knew that the United States had not 
given its word and could not give its word until 
two-thirds of the senate consented. Lord Grey, 
for the British government, says that it was under- 
stood the United States had given no pledges until 
the senate had given them. 

Mr. Wilson said that the United States would 
break the heart of the world if it did not accept 
without the change of a word the covenant he 
had signed in Paris. Lord Grey says that the 
British are not only quite willing to accept the 
United States in the league with its reservations 
but that the British think the United States is 
right in protecting itself with these reservations. 
The French government has given the same as- 
surances, 

Mr. Wilson thus made two attacks upon the cre 
dulity of the people by whom he was elected presi- 
dent to serve their interests. He called upon the 
American sense of honor when that honor was 
not involved: He called upon its humanity for suf- 
ftring Europe when suffering Europe said that 
what he wanted was not needed. He asked the 
United States to make sacrifices of its sovereignty 
and Europe does not ask that they be made. : 

An inexplicable leader of this nation, ill in bed 
for months, unable to consult cabinet ministers 
or to receive foreign ambassadors, he finds that 
every reason he has urged for the surrender of 
American rights is e by the very peoples in 
whose behalf he urged the surrender and nothing 
remains but the indomitable determination to have 
his way even if he is unable either physically or 
mentally to explain why he alone in the world 
wants the United States to impair its rights, amend 
its constitution and surrender its sovereignty. 

-'The men whom he controls in the senate do not 
understand either his position or his statemerts. 


They do not know why he wants the things he} 


insists they shall obtain. Men of his own party 
- are in rebellion against him, but by the power of 
_ hig unreasoning “ No,” unexplained and unjustified, 
he holds a minority in the senate as an obstacle 
to the majority. In his sick bed he is more powerful 
than the Americanism of the majority in the sen- 
ate, more powerful than the rational leaders in 
his own party, and more powerful than the states- 
men of allies who. want us to come into the league 
‘upon our own terms, 

He has succeeded in spreading throughout Eu- 
 yepe the idea that the United States is a quitter. 
He has persuaded uninformed people in Great 
Britain and France that a group of contemptible 
partisans in the senate prevented the United States 
from doing what it ought to do for the reéstab- 
lishment of peace. He has spread the impression 
that the United States is a selfish, cowardly hold- 
out. 

When wise statesmen use the methods Lord 
Grey and Lloyd George have used to correct this 
injurious impression which is ruining the reputa- 
“tion of the United States and ‘impairing its friend- 
ships th@e is resentment at the White House. 
it is intimated that Lord Grey, the ambassador 
Mr. Wilson would not receive even to present his 
credentials and who had to go back home, is guilty 
of a breach of propriety which will make him 
unacceptable to the American government. 

It is an incredible phenomenon in American 
history. Mr. Wilson is a combination of Achilles 
and Ajax, sulking in his tent and defying the 
lightning. There are no reasons for his attitude. 
He offers none to defend it. Except for the timorous 
and bewildered loyalty of a group of Democratic 
senators to the autocratic “ No” from the White 
House, he has no support. 

The people who were misled by grandiloquent 
phrases and by unsparing criticism of American 
patriotism are having their eyes opened. 

Europe, which is suffering because we do not 
make peace, tells us that the Lodge reservations 
are goéd in principle. We are told we are within 
our rights. We are told that the league wants us 
upon the terms Lodge offers. 

The world is begging for peace. It cannot have 
it because an American president who gave Great 
Britain, France, Italy and Japan everything they 
wanted will not have peace until the United States 
gives up rights and powers which make it a free 
nation and gives them up in spite of the fact that 
no nation wants the surrender made. 

If the senate continues to be paralyzed by this 
astonishing aberration it will condemn itself as 
unequa! to-its duty to the nation, unable to act 
in its proper function when the chief magistrate 
cannot and will not. , 

The senate can give the peace which the United 
States and the rest of the world wants and must 
have cna then if Mr. Wilson interposes himself 
something else will have to be done about it and 
should be gone.

HANG THE KILLERS. 

Gunmen have been made possible in Chicago by 
political intrigue. Enright has not been the first 
slugger to go down in this clash of protected mur- 
derers. So long as political fences of those con- 
cerned with the administration of justice are 
anchored in crime protection and propagation we 
shall hear of more killings. m 
Deputy Alcock intimates that, while some police- 
men may be morally certain of the identity of the 
slayer of Enright, “evidence is something else.” 
Alcock puts his finger on the sore spot. Of what 
use to know murderers if they are protected by a 
criminal code which frowns on testimony in court? 
Enright was conspicuous. He was known to 
have authority which transcended the law. He 
was known to be opposed in this by others who 
sought the same immunity. There could not be two 
Enrights. One had to go. One went. 
In the abstract of crooked politics it didn’t mat- 
ter which one remained. Only one could be all 
powerful. That one, whether Enright or his mur- 
derer, was to be the desirable and protected infiu- 
ence. The one that remains will be under the pro- 
tection of the same intriguing agencies that pro- 
tected Enright unless he is caught and hanged. 
Pnright was pardoned after being sentenced to 
life imprisonment for murder on this report of the 
pardon board: 
“We are of the opinion that Enright is prob- 
ably innocent of the crime for which he was con- 
victed——" 
After a fair trial, in which every opportunity 
was given Enright and in which he was fairly 
convicted, the judgment of the jury was set aside 
by a board which had no first hand information 
and which brushed aside the rights of the people 
of Cook county with the tojerant phrase “ We are 
of the opinion that Enright is probably innocent.” 
The mere opinion of the parole board was an 
offset to the whole machinery of justice; facts, 
sworn testimony, and careful arguments dismissed 


On such an opinion as this Enright was par- 
doned by Gov. Dunne. | 

It is time the lives and property of Chicagoans 
got better protection than such opinions and such 


pardons. 


Editorial of the Day 


EXECUTIVE NULLIFICATION OF JUDICIAL 
DECREES. 
{From the Journal of the American Institute of 
Crimina] Law and Criminology. ] 
A particularly brutal murder occurred in the bar 
of the Briggs House, Chicago, March 22, 1911, in 
the shooting of Vincent Altman. For some time 
the police seemed unable to apprehend the murderer, 
although at the time the crime was committed there 
were many people in the room. A shift was made 
in the governing police officer of the “loop” district, 


with the murder, arrested, brought to trial and on 
October 28, 1911, convicted and sentenced to life 
imprisonment. Enright was business agent for 
Local 520 of the United Association of Steamfitters, 
an organization at war with the International Asso- 
ciation of Steamfitters. The murder was one inci- 
dent in several months of fighting between these 
organizations, during which period sluggers and gun- 
men in automobiles fought in the streets, killing and 
maiming their own and intimidating and endanger- 
ing lives of citizens not concerned in their quarrel. 
The conviction of Enright was fought bitterly. All 
the tactics known to clever criminal lawyers were 
used in his defense anf it was deemed necessary 
during the course of his trial to detail a special guard 
to protect the person of the public prosecutor. An 
appeal from the verdict of the jury was taken to 
the Supreme court, and after reviewing carefully 
all the evidence offered in the wer court, the judg- 
ment was affirmed. On December 16, 1913, about 
two years after commitment, Enright was granted 
an unconditional pardon by Governor Dunne. In 
issuing the pardon, the Governor is reported to have 
said: 

“My attention was directed to the Enright case by 
Mr. Stevenson, chairman of the pardon board. I 
considered the board’s findings and™ agree with them 
completely. For that reason I pardoned EPnright. 
That was the only consideration possible and the 
consideration that affected my action.” 

The board of pardons made its recommendation 
to Governor Dunne in a five thousand. word state- 
ment, containing a private expression of their sen- 
timents. One paragraph of this statement is said 
to read: 

“We are of the opinion that Enright is probably 
innocent of the crime for which he was convicted, 
and that in any event the doubt as to his guilt is 
more than reasonable, and is se weighty of char- 
acter that executive clemency should be exercised.” 
The only reasons given the public for issuing the 
pardon are those above stated. 

Apparently the time for granting this pardon was 
carefully selected. The holiday season being the 
psychological moment, and the issue of a pardon 
at the same time to a man convicted of a minor 
offense, and having the sympathy of the populace, 
seemed to tend to detract attention from his most 
recent act illustrating the danger to the public of 
placing the power to set aside the decrees of courts 
in the hands of a board appointed by a governor 
who may not always be a strong man and may be 
actuated by politics, fear, or sentiment rather than 
a sense of justice. At any rate the press contained 
little or no comment further than to furnish senti- 
merit pictures of the joy in Enright’s family af his 
constructed being objects to sentiment sometimes 
governing conduct, in dealing with matters of this 
sort, sentiment often becomes twaddle, and action 
based wholly upon sentiment only shows weakness 
and failure to perform duty. 

Whether Enright is guilty or innocent ts really a 
small matter, but the advisability of continuing to 
leave it possible, within a short period, or within 
any period, after the solemn judgment of a court 
fixing a life sentence has been pronounced, for a 
body of men appointed by a governor, after hear- 
ing such evidence as they desire to hear, to set aside 
the judgment of that court is a serious question.

FOOD. 
144 HE active, healthy child has 
usually an extraordinarily good 
digestion and needs large 
amounts of food. Every effort 
should: be made to have children some- 
what over rather than under weight.” 
The above statements are used as a 
basis for the declaration by Dr. Benedict 
that the raids of the child on the pantry 
are physiologically sound, and so tong as 
within bounds should not lead to punish- 
ment. But extra foods between meals, 
while not disapproved of for children, are 
not recommended for adults unless the 
individual will charge himself up with 
what he has eaten and stibtract a like 
number of calories from.the next meal. 
We eat knickknacks between meals, 
with little thopght to their food values, 
little Knowing that we lay the foundations 
for obesity and possibly diabetes. 


‘An ordinary man, in climbing to the 
top of Washingtol..monument, uses up 
eighty. calories, ‘This he can replace by 
eating less than one-half of a doughnut, 
four pretzels, five large olives, or six un- 

salted walnuts, 
If a man walks half a mile he can 
resupply his stock of calories by eating 
three medium sized olives. A morning 


doughnut. A single’ caramel, a nouga- 
tice or a penmy’s worth of candy fur- 
oishes energy enough to the ordinary 
man for a walk of one mile. A medium 
sized olive furnishes eight to ten calories, 
and 200 of them will supply energy 
enough to support an office worker one 
day. Olive butter furnishes ten calories 
for each teaspoonful. 

A can of American sardines contains 
221 to 533 calories and one-half to one 
ounce of protein. Ten half walnuts con- 
tain 150 calories, and ten peanuts, sixty 
-almonds, filberts, pecans, and, in fact, 
all nuts, are foods rich in calories; and 
should not be eaten as an extra food 
without setting them off against meat, 
bread and vegetables. | 

An ordinary helping of potato chips 
contains 120 calories. An ordinary size 
doughiiut contains about 200 calories. A 
man who eats three doughnuts three 
times a day néeds no other food than a 
little sugar and cream in his coffee. Such 
a diet will give him all the calories he 
needs. 

A small oyster cracker contains 3.5 
calories, and a pretzel 19 calories. Some 
of our old settlers will remember pret- 
zels—a food eaten with beer in the long 
ago. 


Caramels weigh 11 grams, or a little 
more than one-third ounce each, and con- 
tain 50 calories. Chocolate coated can- 
dies run about 120 calories ‘. the ounce. 
Twenty to twenty-five will furnish an of- 
fice worker about all the calories he 
needs to get him through a day and 
night. If he eats more than that, or if 
he eats other food and does not allow for 
candy, he stqres up fat. 
A marshmallow supplies 13.4 calories, 
and cream nuts 32 to 33 calories aplece.

REINSTATEMENT PREMIUMS. 
Chicago, Feb. 4.—[Friend of the 


Soldier.]—Please tell me the premiums I 
will have to pay to reinstate my insur- 
ance. I have let it lapse since I left the 
army. 


You may reinstate your insurénce within 
three months after discharge by mailing two 
months’ premiums to the bureau of w@ 
risk insurance, without a-written applica- 
tion or statement as to -health. 

You may reinstate your insurance within 
eighteen months after the month of your 
discharge from the service by mailing to 
the war risk insurance bureau .reinstatement 
instructions with premium as follows 

1. The applicant must be in as good a 
State of health as’at the date of discharge 
or at the ‘expiration of the grace period 
whichever is the later date, and must so 
state on the application. 

2. Instead of paying all premiums in ar- 
rears. you need only pay two months’ pre- 
miums with the application, if you reinstate 


‘your insurance without converting it, but 


if you wish to reinstate and convert at the 
same time, you pay one month’s premium on 
the term insurance and one month's pre- 
mium on the converted insurance. 

A late ruling of the treasury department 
makes the following liberal reinstatement 
provision: Yearly renewable term insurance 
may be rejnstated at any time before July 
1..1920. provided the tnsured is in as good 
health as at the date of his discharge or 
at the expiration of the grace period, which-

‘Urges Chicago to Guard 
Representation. 


BY OSCAR E HEWITT. 

Springfield, Ill., Feb. 6.—[Special.]— 
The most difficult chairmanship on the 
entire constitutional convention was 
handed to Morton D. Hull, who heads 
the committee on Chicago and Cook 
county. He is to be the big factor in 
solving Chicago’s problems so far as 
 @ constitution can do it. To get in- 
formation and advice, his committee 
will hold a public hearing in Chicago 
next Friday and Saturday in the city 


hall. 
Hull Outlines Views. 

Mr. Hull has outlined his view of 
his task exclusively for THE TRIBUND, 
as follows: 

“Informal conversations with dele- 
gates to the convention from dstricts 
outside of Cook county. indicate a pur- 
pose on the part of many of these mem- 
bers to put a limitation upon Chicago’s 
representation in the legislature. An 
explanation of this attitude must be 
found in the facts of the growth of 
population since 1870. In the forty 
years that have intervened between the 
adoption of the constituton of 1870 
and the census of 1910, the population 
of Cook county increased from approxi- 
mately 249,000 to 2,400,000, while the 
population of the rest of the state had 
increased from 2,190,000 to 3,238,000. 

“In the redistricting of the state into 
genatorial districts that followed the 
convention of 1870, Cook county was 
given seven out of fifty-one districts. 
Following the census of 1880 and 1890 
and 1900 the state was redistricted, and 
in each instance Cook county, in ac- 
cordance with its growth in population, 
was given additional representation in 
the legislature at the expense of the 
rest of the state. In 1900 Cook county 
was given nineteen districts and. the 
rest of the state was reduced from the 
forty-four districts of 1873 to thirty-two 

“Following the decennial census of 
1910 five sessions of the legislature 
* have consistently refused to reappor- 
tion the state into senatorial] districts, 
although the provisions of the consti- 
tution are mandatory, on that subject. 
This attitude has seemed to reflect a 
fixed purpose on the part of the people | 
living outside of Cook county that Cook 
county never shall have any larger 
proportionate representation in the leg- 
islature.

|POCKETS FILLING, 
U.S. GRINS AGAIN 
AT PEACE DEBTS 


Nearly 3 Billion to Be| 
Paid by Taxes. 


Washington, D. C., Feb, 6.—Closing 
of subscriptions to the last series of 
certificates of indebtedness tonight con- 


cluded the treasury’s program of 
financing immediate post-war demands 
of the nation. 

This operation started last September 
and was designed to avoid the flota- 
tion of another popular loan. 

Approximately $25,000,000,000 in Lib- 
erty bonds and victory notes now out- 
standing will be retired under the sink- 
ing fund provisions of the war loan 
act, now in operation. 

There are treasury certificates of in- 
debtedness aggregating aboyt §$2,930,- 
704,500 outstanding in anticipation of 
the payment of income and excess 
profits tax installments which, by every 
estimate available, will exceed the dis- 
bursement to meet the certificates as 
they mature, avoiding further issues 
of short term paper. 

, Mature With Tax Payment. 

The certificate issue on which sub- 
scriptions closed tonight bears date of 
Feb. 2 and will mature March 14, co- 
incident with the first tax installment 
payment, While reports as to the 
sales were not fully complete tonight, 
Secretary Houston said they exceeded 
$300,000,000. 

“This brings to a successful conclu- 
sion,” Secretary Houston said, “the 
very interesting and important opera- 
tion initiated last September to finance 
the balance of the war debt in such a 
way as to avoid the necessity of great 
funding operations, by spreading ma- 
turities and meeting them, so far as 
may be, out of tax receipts and sal- 


vage. 

“Excluding Pittman act and special 
certificates held by federal reserve 
banks and the war finance corporation, 
and about $105,000,000 certificates ma- 
turing this month (payment of which 
has already been provided for) the un- 
funded debt. of the government now 
consists wholly of tax certificates. 


Leaves Margin of Revenue. 


“The amount of these tax certificates 
maturing on any one date does not in 
any case exceed the estimated amount 
of the income and profits tax install- 
ment payable on such date. Such in- 
come and profits taxes are based upon 
last year’s business. 

. “The gate amount of tax cer- 
tificates now outstanding is approx!i-' 
mately $2,930,704,500, of which over 
$842,000,000 mature and will be paid 
on March 15, 1920, out of the income 
and profits tax installment payable to 
the government on that date. 

“The current deficit, excess of dis- 
bursement over receipts (exclusiye of 
the principal of the public debt) for the 
month of January, 1920, amounted to 
only $92,955,669.77, the lowest figure 
since March, 1917 (excluding months 
in which income and profits tax in- 
stallments were paid), while the cur- 
rent surplus (excess of receipts over 
disbursements, exclusive of principal 
of public debt) for the preceding month 
of December amounted tc $600,280,- 
932.61, the highest figure in the history 


of the government, with the excep- } 


tion of June, 1918. 
_ Good Surplus Likely. 

“In that month a whole year’s in- 
come and profits taxes were payable. 
There is every reason to expect that 
the current surplus of March, June, 
September, and December, 1920, will. 
largely exceed the current deficit of 
the other eight months, if congress ad- 
heres to a rigid policy of economy in 
governmental expenditure.”

After the seeds aré carefully cleaned 
a germination test should be made. 
The skiliful gardener in preparing the 
soll attempts to approach as closely as 
possible the ideal conditions for the 
germination of seed, which include 


the proper amount of moisture, heat, | 


and air. These sate factors should 
be remembered in testing seed. 

A simple test sufficiently accurate to 
answer all practical purposes can be | 
made by a beginner in the house dur- 
ing cold weather. No expense for 
equipment is necessary. The test can 
be made by placing ten large seeds or 
fifty small seed between two moist 
squares of canton flannel or of biot- 
ter. The seeds should be placed so they 


will not touch. The cloth must be kept aver 
damp, but an excess of moisture should | ~ 


be avoided or the seed will rot. Keep 
the tester in a room where the temper- 
ature ie 70 degrees Fahrenheit or 
more. Keep the cloth or blotter in a! 
tray or dinner plate. 


The best plan is to place the cloth | 
in one plate and place another plate 
on top, allowing the corners of the 
cloth to extend out far enough so the 
rims of the plates will not touch and 
the seeds will have plenty of air, 
otherwise they will not germinate, 

Examine the tester each day, add 
water when needed, and within five or 


six days the seed should germinate. In |:
